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REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  my  twenty-fourth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District. 

As  in  previous  years,  I have  prepared  the  statistical  information 
not  only  as  a whole,  but  also  for  each  of  the  three  Wards  to 
enable  us  to  make  a more  careful  survey  of  the  incidence  of  Births, 
Deaths  and  Disease  in  each  Ward,  as  well  as  in  the  whole  area. 

For  many  years  past  I have  been  in  the  habit  of  waiting  for  the 
Registrar- General  to  issue  his  figures  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  the 
district  (which  include  inward  and  outward  transfers)  and  of  the 
estimated  population,  and  prepare  the  Report  on  that  basis.  Recently 
however,  he  has  been  issuing  them  later  and  later  in  the  year,  until 
now  it  is  usually  the  middle  of  May  before  the  figures  arrive.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  in  their  circular  express  a desire  that  the  Report 
should  be  printed  and  circulated  by  that  date.  The  lateness  of  the 
issue  reduces  their  value  practically  to  nothing,  because  the  discrep- 
ancies between  them  and  the  local  Registrar’s  figures  are  very  small 
and  the  disadvantages  of  preparing  the  Report  in  a great  hurry  are 
much  gi eater.  I have  therefore  decided  to  ignore  them  entirely  in  the 
future  and  to  revert  to  the  old  custom  and  prepare  the  Report 
according  to  the  local  Registrar’s  figures  and  my  estimate  of  the 
population.

This  gives  a Birth-rate  of  16’ 7 per  1000  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  16‘6  per  1000  of  the  previous  year. 


This  is  only  a fraction  more  than  the  lowest  Birth-rate  we  have 
ever  had  in  this  district,  which  was  in  1936.

This  gives  us  an  annual  death-rate  of  11*6  per  1000  of  the  popu- 
lation, which  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  previous  year. 
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During  the  year  we  have  had  2 deaths  more  than  in  the  previous 

year. 

There  is  nothing  of  undue  prominence  among  the  causes  of  death 
except  there  were  fewer  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  but  a much 
larger  number  of  deaths  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Senility. 
There  were  also  4 deaths  from  pernicious  anaemia  and  2 deaths  from 
Diphtheria.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

A Motor  Ambulance  is  provided  and  managed  by  the  Council, 
and  each  of  the  three  Collieries  in  the  District  has  a Motor  Ambulance 
of  their  own. 

Ambulance  for  Infectious  Disease. 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1966  I remarked  on  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  Infectious  I Tseases  Ambulance  and  that  it  had  become 
unfit  for  use,  and  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  to  replace  it. 

During  the  year  this  ambulance  has  had  to  be  scrapped  altogether, 
and  owing  to  the  small  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  we  have  found  ourselves 
severely  handicapped.  When  we  have  transferred  an  infectious  case  to 
hospital  we  have  been  obliged  to  use  the  ordinary  ambulance  and  dis- 
infect it  afterwards. 

This  is  most  unsatisfactory,  because  apart  from  the  fact  as  to 
whether  it  is  wTise  to  use  the  ambulance  in  such  a wTay,  while  it  is  so 
used,  it  handicaps  the  residents  in  the  district  in  cases  of  serious  illness 
or  accident,  and  leaves  them  without  an  ambulance  for  many  hours  on 
each  occasion. 

Nursing  la  the  Home, 

The  general  Home  Nursing  is  undertaken  by  District  Nurses,  wrho 
are  appointed  and  controlled  by  voluntary  Nursing  Associations  in  the 
District. 

There  are  two  nurses,  one  for  the  East  and  West  Wards  and  one 
for  the  South  Ward. 

The  Council  do  not  pay  or  subsidise  these  nurses  or  Associations.

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Child  Welfare  Clinic. 


These  are  held  in  the  Clinic  Building,  Urban  Bead.  There  were 
96  sessions  held  during  the  year.  The  total  attendances  at  all  the 
sessions  were  4,980  mothers  and  5,015  children  ; of  these,  8,220  were 
children  under  1 year  of  age,  and  1,795  between  1 and  5 years.  Of 
the  children  attending  the  Clinic  for  the  first  time  during  1937,  265 
were  under  1 year  of  age,  and  85  between  1 and  5 years. 

The  attendances  made  by  mothers  and  children  from  the  South 
Ward  totalled  669  mothers  and  709  for  children. 

Doctors’  consultations  at  all  Child  Welfare  sessions  totalled  434. 


45  children  made  492  attendances  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic, 
Mansfield.

Ante^Nata!  Clinic. 

Meetings  are  held  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  in  each  month, 
under  the  supervision  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  if  any 
cases  occur  that  require  specialist  advice,  we  can  call  on  one  of  three 
Consultants  for  the  purpose,  viz. : Hrs.  Webber,  Robinson,  and  Smith, 
and  we  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Women’s  Hospital  for  any 
operative  treatment  required.  The  advice  of  a specialist  can  also  be 
obtained,  with  the  consent  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  com- 
plicated cases  when  necessary.  In  December,  1937,  a resolution  was 
passed  to  increase  the  ante-natal  clinics  to  4 a month  instead  of  2,  from 
January,  1938. 
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Twenty -four  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  1937  and  121  in- 
dividual  mothers  visited  the  Clinic,  making  a total  of  236  attendances. 
This  works  out  at  37  5,  or  more  than  one  mother  in  three  in  the 
district  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  given  by  the 
Clinic.  This  is  a marked  advance  on  the  previous  year.  The  attend- 
ances made  by  the  mothers  works  out  at  nearly  10  mothers  per  session 
which  became  too  many  to  attend  to  satisfactorily  at  a session,  and 
hence  the  approval  you  gave  to  start  4 sessions  a month  from  January, 
1938. 

Of  the  121  cases  we  ha.d  to  send  8 to  a specialist  for  further 
advice,  in  other  words,  about  6'6%  of  the  cases. 

40  of  these  cases  wTere  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  were  2 cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  notified  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

8 mothers  with  complications  in  child  bearing  and  birth  were  sent 
for  special  treatment,  at  the  cost  of  the  Council,  to  the  Women’s  Hos- 
pital, Nottingham,  and  to  the  Mansfield  Institution. 

In  5 cases  midwives’  fees  were  paid  by  the  Council. 

During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  inauguration  of  a 
scheme  for  the  dental  treatment  of  ante-natal  cases  and  pre-school 
children. 

During  the  year  the  Midwives’  Act,  1936,  came  into  force  and  is 
administered  by  the  County  Council. 
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Report  on  the  Maternity  & Child  Welfare  Dental 
Work  carried  out  by  the  County  Council’s  Dental 
Officers  for  Patients  referred  from  Kirkby-in- 
Ashfield  U.D.C.  Area  by  the  Senior  Dental  Officer, 

Mr.  D.  E.  Mason,  l.d.s. 


An  arrangement  was  entered  into  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  by 
means  of  which  the  dental  treatment  of  Expectant  Mothers  and  Pre- 
School  Children  referred  from  the  Kirkby-in-Ashfield  area  should  be 
carried  out  at  Ivirkby  Dental  Clinic  by  the  County  Council  Dental 
Officer  who  is  responsible  for  carrying  out  treatment  for  School 
Children  in  the  area.  It  was  agreed  that  for  the  time  being  this  work 
should  be  undertaken  during  the  latter  half  of  the  second  and  fourth 
Tuesday  in  each  calendar  month,  and  that  the  Urban  District  Council 
should  pay  to  the  County  Council  the  sum  of  £1  Is.  6d.  for  each  half 
session  so  spent.

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Expectant  Mothers. 

Twenty-eight  expectant  mothers  were  referred  for  inspection, 
advice,  or  treatment  by  the  Dental  Officer.  All  of  these  received  one 
or  more  invitations  to  attend  at  the  Dental  Clinic,  and  twenty-two 
accepted  the  invitation.  The  remaining  six  were  given  at  least  three 
appointments  before  being  considered  as  "refusals.” 
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The  inspection  revealed  the  great  need  for  the  introduction  of  a 
dental  treatment  scheme,  as  the  average  mouth  was  found  to  be  in  a 
very  neglected  state.  In  many  instances  the  extraction  of  every 
natural  tooth,  followed  by  the  insertion  of  artificial  dentures,  was  the 
only  effective  method  of  dealing  with  the  case. 

Authority  for  the  Dental  Officer  to  proceed  with  treatment  was 
given  in  respect  of  twenty  expectant  mothers,  but,  in  spite  of  their 
bad  dental  conditions,  a considerable  amount  of  persuasion  had  to  be 
used  before  they  would  agree  to  have  anything  more  than  the  most 
urgent  work  done.  The  idea  of  undergoing  dental  treatment  during 
pregnancy  was  something  quite  new  to  them,  and  there  was  at  first  a 
definite  prejudice  against  such  a procedure,  except  for  the  relief  of 
pain.  Appointments  were  not  well  kept  during  the  first  few  months, 
and  it  appeared  that  each  one  was  waiting  to  see  how  the  others  got 
on.  Gradually,  however,  much  of  the  prejudice  was  broken  down, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a marked  improvement  in  the 
regularity  of  attendances. 

Only  nine  cases  were  actually  completed,  partly  due  to  the 
reasons  given  in  the  previous  paragraph,  and  partly  due  to  the  fact 
that  a period  of  at  least  three  months  must  elapse  between  the  date  of 
extractions  and  the  date  of  insertion  of  dentures. 

A total  of  thirty-eight  attendances  were  made,  and  the  treatment 
carried  out  consisted  of  eighty -nine  extractions,  nine  fillings,  and  ten 
miscellaneous  operations.  A general  anesthetic  (Nitrous  Oxide)  was 
administered  on  six  occasions  when  extractions  were  being  carried  out. 

Plie-School  Children. 

One  hundred  and  eight  pre-school  children,  resident  within  the 
Urban  District  Area,  were  referred  to  the  Dental  Officer,  and  appoint- 
ments to  attend  at  the  Dental  Clinic  were  made  for  every  one  of  them. 
Eight-six  actually  attended,  and  they  made  ninety-seven  attendances 
for  treatment.  Two  hundred  and  three  badly  decayed  or  aching 
milk”  teeth  were  extracted  for  these  toddlers,  seven  teeth  were  filled 
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and  thirty-eight  miscellaneous  operations  were  carried  out.  A general 
anaesthetic  (Nitrous  Oxide)  was  administered  to  thirty-two  children, 
and  the  remainder  had  their  extractions  performed  under  a local 
anaesthetic. 

Several  instances  were  reported  in  which  mothers  were  not 
willing  to  let  their  young  children  have  treatment  because  no  pain 
was  being  experienced.  In  every  one  of  these  instances  the  existence 
of  bad  teeth  in  a child’s  mouth  was  pointed  out  to  the  mother,  but 
e\en  this  did  not  have  the  desired  effect  of  obtaining  the  necessarv 
consent.  The  majority  of  these  children  do  not  submit  willingly  to 
dental  treatment,  and  the  position  is  made  very  much  more  compli- 
cated when  a child  has  become  thoroughly  run  down  as  a result  of 
several  sleepless  nights  caused  by  toothache.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
that  the  propaganda  work  which  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  will 
result  in  a larger  proportion  of  mothers  arranging  for  their  children  to 
undergo  treatment  before  pain  compels  them  to  do  so. 

Conclusions. 

I he  statistics  revealed  by  the  inspections  of  those  expectant 
mothers  and  pre-school  children  who  have  been  referred  to  the  Dental 
Officer  com  eys  only  too  clearly  the  great  need  of  the  introduction  of 
a dental  treatment  scheme.  The  fact  that  there  was  no  marked  rush 
to  the  Clinic  immediately  the  scheme  was  commenced  need  not  be  in 
any  way  a source  of  concern,  as  similar  results  were  obtained  in  other 
areas  throughout  the  County.  The  most  pleasing  factor  was  the 
gradual  increase  in  the  demand  for  treatment  as  the  scheme  became 
known,  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  it  became  obvious  that  if  all 
demands  were  to  be  met  there  would  need  to  be  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  sessions  allocated.  Much  useful  spadework  was  done,  the 
results  of  which  will  become  apparent  during  the  year  1988. 
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HOSPITALS. 


General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  sent  to  Nottingham  and 
Mansfield  General  Hospitals. 

The  Council  possess  a Small  Pox  Hospital,  with  ample  room  for 
twenty -eight  beds,  or  more  in  cases  of  emergency.  This  is  properly 
kept  and  ready  for  admission  of  cases  at  any  time. 

Also,  cases  are  sent  to  the  Children’s  Hospital,  Eye  Infirmary,  and 
Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  Midwifery  cases  are  sent  to  the 
W omen  s Hospital,  Nottingham,  or  to  the  County  Institution. 

Ordinary  infectious  cases  are  nursed  at  home,  except  where  it  is 
considered  by  your  Medical  Officer  that  removal  is  desirable,  in  which 
case  they  are  sent  to  hospitals  of  neighbouring  Authorities,  according 
to  arrangements  you  have  with  them. 

During  the  year,  we  have  experienced  great  difficulty  in  thus 
placing  our  cases,  for  neighbouring  districts  as  well  as  ourselves  had 
the  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  at  the  same  time.  I hope  the  Joint  Hos- 
pital Board  will  proceed  a little  more  expeditiously  towards  providing 
hospital  accommodation. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  form  a Joint  Hospital  Committee  for 
Small  Pox  cases  in  pursuance  of  a scheme  made  by  the  Nottingham- 
shire County  Council. 

The  district  is  also  provided  with  a Steam  Disinfector. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  authorities  at  Peel  Street 
Women’s  Hospital,  Nottingham,  to  accept  maternity  cases  with  com- 
plications, on  the  authority  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  if 
requested  by  any  medical  man  practicing  in  the  district.  A midwife’s 
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fee  is  also  paid  in  necessitous  cases.  Arrangements  have  also  been 
made  for  the  services  of  a Consultant  in  difficult  midwifery  at  home. 

In  cases  of  midwifery  when  the  home  conditions  are  considered 
unsatisfactory,  you  have  also  passed  a resolution  authorising  such 
cases  to  be  removed  to  the  County  Institution  for  treatment. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  can  be  obtained  by  medical 
Practitioners  in  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia,  on  the  auth- 
ority of  your  Medical  Officer. 
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Section  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1. — (i)  Water. 

The  Water  Supply  is  derived  from  the  Council's  own  Waterworks 
situate  in  Norman’s  Hollow,  in  Sherwood  Forest. 

The  two  reservoirs  of  1,100,100  gallons  capacity  are  now  in  full 
use.  These  are  situated  on  Blidworth  Road.  There  is  also  a reservoir 
in  the  West  Ward,  of  50,000  gallons  capacity,  and  one  in  the  South 
Ward,  at  Annesley  Woodhouse,  of  10,000  gallons  capacity. 

The  Council,  after  an  agreement  made  in  1988  with  the  neigh- 
bouring Authority  of  Sutton -in -Ashfi eld,  connected  the  twTo  mains, 
so  that  any  shortage  of  water  experienced  by  either  Authority  can  be 
remedied  from  this  source. 

A trial  bore -hole  was  made  on  land  purchased  by  the  Council  in 
1984  for  extensions  of  headings,  and  most  successful  results  were 
obtained.  In  this  bore -hole  there  is  108  feet  of  water,  which  is  within 
14  feet  of  the  surface.  The  contract  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work 
was  let  and  is  now  completed,  and  a plentiful  supply  of  water  is  now 
being  obtained. 

The  steam  pumps  have  now  been  converted  to  electricity.  Two 
pumps,  one  duplicating  the  other,  are  to  pump  30,000  gallons  per 
hour  each,  so  that  we  are  well  covered  for  future  requirements  of  the 
district  for  a number  of  years. 

392  houses  on  the  estate  belonging  to  the  Butterley  Colliery  Co. 
are  supplied  with  water  by  that  Company.  42  houses  in  Portland 
Row,  Selston,  are  supplied  by  Nottingham  Corporation. 

(ii)  Sewerage. 

The  main  portion  of  the  Sewage  of  the  district  is  dealt  with  at 
the  Sewage  Works,  at  Park  Lane,  where  it  arrives  by  gravitation.  A 
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portion  of  the  sewage  from  Annesley  Woodhouse  is  pumped  by  means 
of  an  automatic  electric  pump  to  Shoulder  of  Mutton  Hill,  where  it 
joins  the  gravitation  system. 

Ihe  isolated  hamlet  of  Bleak  Hall  has  a separate  filtration  plant, 
and  the  hamlet  of  Portland  Bow  is  drained  into  the  sewers  of  the 
Basford  Bural  District  Council,  by  arrangement. 

In  the  Blidworth  Road  area  there  is  an  automatic  electric  pump, 
for  the  purpose  of  pumping  the  Sewage  to  the  main  in  Diamond 
Avenue,  where  it  joins  the  gravitation  system. 

During  the  year,  alterations  in  the  sewerage  system  were  made 
as  follows  : — 

The  sewerage  from  Sutton  Road,  a portion  of  the  Park  district 
and  A ictoria  Road,  is  now  diverted  and  runs  along  Regent  Street  and 
connects  with  the  existing  sewer  along  the  Erewash  line. 

A sewer  has  been  laid  for  dealing  with  the  drainage  of  houses 
formerly  served  by  cesspools,  and  discharges  into  the  main  at  the  side 
of  the  disused  line. 

I he  main  sewer  at  Nuncar  Road  has  also  been  extended.

There  still  remain  eight  pail  closets  at  the  school  at  Portland 
Row,  Selston. 

Pleasure  Grounds. 

The  district  is  well  provided  with  Recreation  Grounds,  more  than 
seventy  acres  being  apportioned  for  this  purpose  in  different  parts  of 
the  district.  On  these,  facilities  are  provided  for  football,  cricket, 
tennis,  bowls,  etc.,  and  children’s  playgrounds. 

If  full  advantage  is  taken  of  these  amenities,  I have  no  doubt 
that  the  health  of  the  population  of  the  district  will  be  improved. 


Section  D. 
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Housing. 

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  of  a working  class  type. 
In  consequence,  housing  work  is  a very  big  task  and  a great  deal  of 
time  and  attention  has  to  be  devoted  to  it. 

The  work  has  been  confined  to  the  repair  and  re-conditioning  of 
houses,  143  houses  having  been  inspected  and  90  thoroughly  recondi- 
tioned. Particulars  of  work  carried  out  are  given  in  Table  2 of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Although  we  have  no  large  slum  or  unhealthy  areas  there  are  yet 
many  groups  of  houses  and  individual  houses  which  are,  in  my  opinion 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  a large  proportion  of  the  working  class 
dwellings  require  repair  or  reconditioning.  No  further  action  has  been 
taken  with  these  groups  of  unfit  houses  owing  to  the  delay  in  dealing 
with  the  large  number  of  unsatisfactory  temporary  structures  which 
exist  in  the  area. 

Clearance  Areas. 

In  January,  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
regarding  five  Clearance  Areas,  Nos.  8,  9,  10,  11  and  12,  which  were 
were  made  by  the  Council  in  1936. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  confirmed  the  orders,  only  one  house  be- 
ing excluded. 

The  persons  residing  in  the  areas  had  not  been  re-housed  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Dwellings  of  a Temporary  Nature. 

There  are  situated  in  the  district  many  caravans,  railway  carri- 
ages, and  other  similar  structures  used  for  human  habitation. 

Many  of  these  are  unsatisfactory  for  regular  occupation  as  dwell- 
ings. They  do  not  comply  with  the  Building  Byelaws  and  sanitary 
arrangements  generally  are  not  in  accordance  with  modern  require- 
ments. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  past  few  years  your  health  officials 
have  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  this  unsatisfactory  state  of 
affairs,  and  in  May,  1937,  submitted  the  following  report : — 
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Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  on  temporary  buildings  used  for 
human  habitation. 

It  is  our  duty  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  condi- 
tions existing  in  the  district  which,  in  our  opinion,  are  a menace  to 
public  health. 

There  are  spread  over  the  district,  singly  or  in  colonies,  tempor- 
ary structures  used  for  human  habitation.  These  structures  included 
old  railway  coach  bodies,  caravans  of  a permanent  or  semi -permanent 
nature,  and  wooden  buildings  of  various  types.  In  many  cases  these 
wooden  structures  have  been  surrounded  either  wholly  or  in  part  with 
brickwork,  or  provided  with  brick  additions  of  a permanent  nature. 
Work  of  this  kind  is  at  present  in  progress,  apparently  without  sub- 
mission of  plans  to  the  Council. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  usually  comprise  an  unsatisfactory 
pail  or  tub  closet,  drainage  is  either  absent  or  is  crude  and  insanitary. 
Necessary  amenities  such  as  sinks,  washing  accommodation,  foodstores, 
etc.,  which  are  required  in  working  class  houses,  are  usually  absent. 

The  recent  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  report  of 
the  Clerk  to  the  Council  after  his  interview  with  them,  implies  that  in 
the  view  of  the  Ministry,  there  are  many  more  houses  in  the  district 
that  ought  to  be  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and 
your  Health  Officers  have  been  asked  to  make  a further  examination 
of  properties  in  the  District. 

We  feel  very  strongly  that  it  is  unreasonable  to  represent  to  you 
houses  for  demolition  which  although  in  our  opinion  are  deficient  with 
regard  to  modern  standards,  are  still  much  better  than  these  so-called 
temporary  buildings. 

Moreover,  the  position  in  regard  to  the  re-conditioning  of  defect- 
ive working  class  dwellings  is  very  difficult  when  these  unsatisfactory 
structures  are  in  existence. 

We  understand  that  there  are  approximately  50  of  these  tempor- 
ary buildings  in  the  Council’s  area. 
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We  submit  this  report  in  the  hope  that  this  matter  will  receive 
the  urgent  attention  of  the  Council. 

Unfortunately,  nothing  has  yet  been  done. 


Overcrowding. 

No  houses  have  yet  been  provided  by  the  Council  to  rehouse 
families  at  present  overcrowded. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a report  with  recommendations  was 
submitted  to  the  Council  following  the  overcrowding  Survey  completed 
in  1936.

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Section  F. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control- 
Fever,  Infectious  and  oilier  Diseases. 


During  the  year,  175  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified, 
as  compared  with  207  cases  the  previous  year,  excluding  those  from 
Tuberculosis  which  are  set  out  in  a separate  Table. 

Of  these,  the  most  outstanding  were  56  cases  of  Pneumonia,  86 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  18  of  Diphtheria.  Two  cases  of  the  latter 
terminated  fatally. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified.  There  was 
no  death  recorded. 

There  were  56  cases  of  Pneumonia  during  the  year,  as  compared 
with  42  in  1936,  and  there  were  26  deaths. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  or  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  during  the  year. 

We  still  have  to  send  away  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  to 
Sheffield,  because  there  is  no  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  in  the 
County  to  which  we  can  send  cases. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  a mild  epidemic  of 
Diphtheria  in  the  district.  We  are  still,  as  are  many  districts  around 

i 

us,  in  the  unfortunate  position  of  having  no  hospital  accommodation 
for  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.  Great  difficulty  is  being  experienced 
in  securing  accommodation  in  the  hospitals  of  neighbouring  Authori- 
ties, and  where  that  is  impossible,  in  obtaining  satisfactory  isolation 
at  home.

For  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1937. 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  my  Second  Annual  Report  as 
your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  work  of  the  Department  increases  from  year  to  year  as  new 
legislation  is  placed  on  the  Statute  Rook. 

The  Housing  Act,  1936,  was  followed  by  the  new  Public  Health 
Act  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1937.  This  great 
measure,  largely  replacing  and  extending  Public  Health  Acts  since 
1875,  has  meant  many  changes  in  Sanitary  Administration.  The 
Factories  Act,  1937,  comes  into  force  in  July  next,  whilst  a new  law 
covering  the  whole  field  of  food  and  drugs,  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  is  expected  to  become  law  during  1938. 

It  is  no  easy  matter  to  keep  pace  with  such  rapid  legislative 
changes. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  the  steady  progress,  one  of  the  principle 
activities  perhaps,  was  the  reorganisation  work  in  the  Cleansing 
Department  which  it  is  estimated  has  reduced  the  costs  of  that 
Department  by  approximately  £1,000  per  annum. 

The  staff  was  augmented  during  the  year  by  the  appointment  of 
a junior  in  the  office  to  carry  out  work  in  connection  with  the 
Cleansing  Costings  system  which  was  put  into  operation  at  the 
commencement  of  the  financial  year.  He  will  also  be  trained  with  a 
view  to  qualifying  as  a Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  the  report,  necessary  figures  are  grouped  as  far  as  possible  in 
the  following  two  tables,  comments  on  tlie  figures  and  on  the  various 
branches  of  the  work  follow:  —

418  complaints  were  received  relating  to  choked  drains.  It  is 
evident  that  the  drains  are  either  widely  misused  by  householders  or 
are  defective. 


Sewerage,  Drainage  & Sanitary  Work. 

.The  duties  of  the  Department  comprise  the  sanitary  supervision 
of  these  works,  the  investigation  of  complaints  relating  to  them,  and 
the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old  drainage.  Sewers,  the 
Sewerage  Disposal  Works,  and  also  drains  from  their  connection 
with  the  sewer  to  the  boundaries  of  private  properties,  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Surveyor. 

During  the  year  324  new  drains  were  tested  with  the  Water  test 
before  being  filled  in.  Details  are  given  on  Page  49. 

Sanitary  fittings  are  tested  with  smoke  under  pressure  whenever 
practicable.  105  inspections  were  made  of  new  work. 
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Rivers  & Streams. 

An  inspector  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  supervise  the 
purity  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

This  supervision  by  the  County  does  not  however,  relieve  Local 
Authorities  of  all  responsibility  to  keep  their  water  courses  pure. 

In  a number  of  instances  streams  were  found  to  be  polluted  by 
overflowing  cesspools  and  unsatisfactory  effluent  from  privately  owned 
drainage  installations.  These  were,  or  are  being  dealt  with. 

Disinfection  & Disinfestation. 

96  houses  were  disinfected  after  the  occurrence  therein  of  infec- 
tious disease.  This  work  is  done  immediately  on  notification  by  the 
Medical  Practioner  attending  the  case. 

A number  of  books  belonging  to  lending  libraries  from  infected 
houses  were  submitted  to  gaseous  disinfection. 

The  Council  possess  a small  Steam  Disinfector  and  22  consign- 
ments of  bedding  and  clothing  wTere  treated  by  this  form  of  disinfection. 

Two  consignments  of  bedding  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of 
the  owners. 

Inspection  & Disinfestation  of  Verminous  Premises. 

Considerable  time  and  attention  was  given  to  verminous  houses. 

Eighty-seven  visits  were  paid  to  dwelling-houses  infested  or 
suspected  of  being  infested. 

Bugs,  Cockroaches,  and  Fleas  were  the  principal  offenders. 

In  most  cases  eradication  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Department 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  Two  houses  which  were  badly  infested 
with  Bugs  were  gassed  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide. 

A plague  of  cockroaches  in  a block  of  houses  caused  a great  deal 
of  trouble.  The  houses  were  vacant  for  some  time  and  the  fireplaces 
removed  in  order  tliat  they  could  be  treated  more  thoroughly. 
Notwithstanding  these  efforts  trouble  is  still  experienced,  but  efforts 
are  being  made  to  keep  them  in  check. 


I understand  that  cockroaches  have  always  been  troublesome  in 
this  particular  area. 

Inspection  of  Council  Houses. 

Council  houses  are  inspected  by  the  Department  when  complaints 
are  received  regarding  verminous  or  dirty  conditions. 

len  houses  were  inspected  and  dealt  with.  None  were  found  to 
be  infested  with  bugs,  but  several  were  flea  infested.  Those  which 
were  dirty  or  verminous  were  kept  under  observation. 


Factories,  Workshops,  Bakehouses  & Shops. 

Thirty  one  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  during  the 

year. 

A number  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  discovered,  including 
defective  paving  and  floors,  insanitary  sinks,  absence  of  sanitary 
conveniences  for  use  of  employees,  and  absence  of  ventilation  and 
means  for  heating  in  shops. 

The  attention  of  the  owners  and  occupiers  was  called  to  these 
matters.  The  work  necessary  to  remedy  them  was  put  in  hand  and 
will  be  completed  early  in  1988. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Due  to  the  large  amount  of  coal  burned  in  the  district  the 
atmosphere  is  highly  polluted. 

The  bulk  of  the  pollution  is  due  to  domestic  smoke.  Owing  to 
the  comparatively  low  temperature  at  which  smoke  is  given  off  it 
contains  many  more  unburnt  impurities  than  industrial  smoke.  These 
are  more  damaging  in  their  effects  on  life,  plants  and  buildings. 

Burning  pit  hills  are  a serious  nuisance  in  the  district. 

There  is  no  Byelaw  in  force  in  the  district,  controlling  the 
emission  of  smoke.

Petroleum  Acts  & Regulations. 

My  duties  include  those  of  Petroleum  Inspector.  During  the 
year  twenty-four  licences  were  granted  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum 
Spirit.  The  maximum  amount  allowed  to  be  stored  in  accordance 
with  the  licences  is  16,200  gallons.  The  income  derived  from  the 
granting  of  the  above  licences  amounted  to  £14  10s.  Od. 

Notices. 

Two  kinds  of  Notices  are  issued  by  the  Department  when 
requiring  the  execution  of  work.  One  is  in  the  form  of  a Preliminary 
Notice,  and  the  other  is  a Statutory  Notice  issued  in  the  event  of  non- 
compliance  with  the  Preliminary  Notice. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-two  of  the  former  and  sixty  one  of  the 
latter  were  served  during  the  year,  of  which  BOB  were  complied 
with.  The  notices  outstanding  were  carried  forward  to  1938. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Public  Mortuary. 

The  Council  possess  a mortuary  which  is  maintained  by  the 
Department. 

It  is  only  a temporary  type  of  building  and  unsatisfactory  in 
many  respects. 

Food  Inspection  & Supervision. 

The  supervision  of  the  food  supply  of  a district  is  one  of  the  most 
important  of  a Sanitary  Inspector’s  duties. 

The  purpose  of  this  work  is  to  ensure  that  food  is  free  from  disease 
and  does  not  become  contaminated. 


Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  fifteen  private  Slaughterhouses  distributed  over  the 
wide  area  of  the  Urban  District,  and  this  fact,  together  with  the 
large  number  of  animals  killed,  makes  meat  inspection  very  difficult. 
The  work  occupies  a considerable  amount  of  time,  the  greater  part  of 
which  is  outside  the  normal  hours  of  duty. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  inspect  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human 
consumption. 

One  thousand,  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  visits  were  paid  to 
inspect  meat  during  the  year,  4,922  carcases  being  examined.

There  are  also  24  Butchers’  shops,  and  much  of  the  meat  sold 
therein  is  brought  from  other  districts.  In  addition,  meat  vehicles 
operate  from  surrounding  districts,  and  there  are  a number  of  meat 
stalls  in  the  market  each  week. 

Good  relations  exist  between  the  Butchers  and  your  Inspectors. 
Meat  when  condemned  is  invariably  surrendered. 

Imported  Meat. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  a large  demand  in  the  district  for 
imported  chilled  or  frozen  meat.

Structure  & Condition  : 

In  March  a report  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  on  the 
condition  of  all  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  Following  this 
report  the  owners  and  occupiers  were  requested  to  carry  out  necessary 
improvements.  Details  of  work  executed  are  included  in  Table  2. 
Those  slaughterhouses  at  which  work  is  still  outstanding  have  been 
carried  forward  to  19B8.  A scheme  is  in  hand  for  reconstructing  one 
slaughterhouse. 

When  the  works  required  by  the  Council  have  been  completed, 
the  standard  of  our  slaughterhouses  will  be  very  good  and  in  my 

opinion  equal  to  any  other  similar  District  where  private  slaughter- 
houses are  in  use. 
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Condemned  Meat  boom. 

A temporary  room  for  detaining,  weighing  or  examining  meat 
was  adapted  for  this  purpose  during  1936. 

The  room  is  not  provided  with  drainage  or  water  supply.  I hope 
the  Council  will  in  the  near  future  prepare  a scheme  to  replace  these 
semi-temporary  buildings  with  new  and  up  to  date  premises. 

Slaughteb  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  deals  with  the  humane  slaughter  of  Animals  and  the 
licensing  of  slaughter-men. 

There  are  thirty -four  licensed  slaughter-men  in  the  district. 

All  animals  except  sheep  are  slaughtered  by  means  of  the  humane 
killer.  I fail  to  see  why  sheep  should  not  have  the  same  considera- 
tion from  a humane  point  of  view  as  other  animals.  The  Council 
considered  this  matter  during  the  year,  but  declined  to  apply  the  Act 
to  sheep. 

No  infringements  of  the  Act  were  noticed  during  the  year. 

The  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  fifty  dairy  farms  and  sixty-nine  retail  purveyors  in  the 
district.  The  retail  purveyors  include  shops  from  which  bottled, 
sterilised  and  pasteurised  milk  are  sold. 

The  following  milks  are  retailed  in  the  district  : — 

Ordinary  raw  milk. 

Pasteurised  milk. 

Sterilised  milk. 

The  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milks  are  sold  in  bottles.  Several 
of  the  retail  purveyors  distribute  raw  milk  in  bottles  or  sealed  con- 
tainers. This  method  of  distribution  is  very  desirable  from  a health 
point  of  View,  and  is  rapidly  displacing  the  unsatisfactory  open  can 
method. 

In  April,  the  Council  expressed  to  the  local  branch  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Milk  Traders  their  hope  that  the  distribution 
of  milk  in  sealed  containers  would  increase. 
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No  system  of  milk  sampling,  either  for  cleanliness  or  disease,  is 
carried  out  by  the  Council. 

Thirty-nine  visits  were  paid  to  cowsheds  and  dairies,  and  details 
of  the  improvements  effected  are  given  on  page  50. 

I hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  devote  more  time  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  milk  supply  during  1938. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Mv  duties  include  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service 
with  the  exception  of  street  cleansing  and  the  Public  Conveniences. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  gradual  reorganisation,  and  has  seen  a 
number  of  changes  in  the  Cleansing  Department. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  financial  year,  a departmental 
costings  system  was  put  into  operation  on  the  lines  recommended  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  enabled  us  to  analyse  the  cost  of  the 
various  branches  of  the  Service,  and  to  find  out  where  savings  could 
be  effected.  It  was  found  for  instance,  that  for  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year,  disposing  of  refuse  by  burning  in  the  Destructor  cost 
8s.  0|d.  per  ton,  as  against  Is.  10R  per  ton  by  Controlled  Tipping. 

A scheme  for  the  separate  collection  of  newspapers  and  waste 
paper  was  commenced  and  has  proved  successful.  Paper  so  collected 
is  baled  and  sold. 

Under  an  agreement  between  the  Council  and  a firm  of  advertis- 
ing contractors,  a number  of  litter  receptacles  were  fixed  in  different 
pai  ts  of  t’he  district.  These  are  emptied  as  often  as  required  during 
general  collection  work.  There  is  therefore,  no  longer  any  excuse  for 
throwing  litter  in  the  streets. 


Transport. 

I he  transport  units  of  the  Cleansing  Department  comprise  the 
following  : — 
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Two  S.  D.  Freighters  - 7 cubic  yards  capacity. 

One  Bedford  side-loading  vehicle. 

One  Tumbler  cart  for  nightsoil  work. 

Following  a veterinary  report,  the  horse  was  sold  in  September, 
and  a horse  is  hired  one  half-day  per  week  for  the  emptying  of  pail 
closets  in  the  unsewered  parts  of  the  area. 

Three  ordinary  carts,  a dray,  and  a quantity  of  harness  were  also 
disposed  of. 

The  motor  vehicles  have  given  good  service,  and  there  has  been 
no  serious  mechanical  trouble.  This  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the 
way  they  are  maintained  by  the  foreman  and  his  drivers.  Saturday 
mornings  are  devoted  to  this  work. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Bedford  lorry  is  also  used  by  the 
Surveyor’s  department,  when  required.

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Collection. 

Collection  is  carried  out  by  the  S.D.  Freighters  on  the  relay 
system,  a team  of  eleven  men  to  the  two  vehicles.  The  Bedford  lorry 
is  used  for  collecting  refuse  from  the  outer  districts. 
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During  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1938,  6,429  tons  of  refuse 
T\eie  collected.  This  figure  is  estimated  from  a week’s  test  weighings 
carried  out  each  quarter. 

Disposal. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  69  per  cent,  of  the  refuse  was  being  dis- 
posed of  by  Controlled  Tipping  in  Portland  Park,  and  the  remainder 
in  the  Refuse  Destructor.  Trade  refuse  is  burned  free  of  charge  when 
brought  to  the  Destructor. 

A tip  which  was  formerly  rented  for  the  disposal  of  clinker,  has 

been  discontinued,  the  bulk  of  the  clinker  now  being  taken  to  Portland 
Park. 

4,193  tons  of  refuse  were  taken  to  the  tip,  and  251  loads  of  soil 
for  covering  purposes.  A portion  of  land  at  the  entrance  to  the  Park 
was  completed,  and  covered  with  soil,  with  a view  to  its  development. 

For  costings  purposes,  the  year  ends  on  31st  March,  and  detailed 
figures  as  to  costs  will  therefore  not  be  available  for  insertion  in  this 
report.  The  following  available  figures  are  however,  submitted.
